Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Livingstone U.S. Patent 3,516,774. 

Livingstone disclosed a torch comprising a torch body (10), a wick (50) for a fuel 
that is absorbed by the wick, a fuel container (32) that is in a fuel communication with 
the wick via a vent tube or channel (66), the channel (66) having a free cross section. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
